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THERE'S A New Mike In Your Future 


(Continued from last month)

The price range in which a microphone sells 
is perhaps the most accurate yardstick one 
can use to determine the performance one may 
expect. So here are a few generalities about 
microphones, based on prices. 


1.. If you do all your taping on an inexpen- 
sive $19 portable and simply want to make 
clearer-sounding tape letters to your friends, 
forget about the mike that came with the re- 
corder. Built-in or separate, the actual 

cost to manufacture it was less than a dollar. 
.So take a definite step forward. Go out and 
buy a mike in the vicinity of $20 to $25. 

Yes, that's right -- a $25 microphone to feed 
a $19 recorder. You can use this same mike 
with the next recorder you buy, which if you 
stick with the hobby, will likely be a better 
machine. Be sure the portable has an input 
jack for a separate mike. A few of the most 
inexpensive models do not. 


2. If.you now use a mike in the $25 range 
and have advanced to the point where you sus- 
pect it has its limitations, you're right. 
But do not go out and buy another $25 mike 

in the-hope it will be substantially better 
merely because it's new. Purchase one in the 
$40 to $50 range if you want obviously better 
performance. You'll get more transparency of 
sound and a wider, more accurate frequency 
response. You'll hear subtleties you've not 
heard before and be in a position to make 
praiseworthy recordings of such things as 
musical instruments. 


3. If you feel you've outgrown the $50 

range, more power to you, but it's now going 
to cost a lot more money to gain a little 
extra performance. A next logical step 

would be the $100 and above range. You're 
into the lower reaches of studio quality gear, 
where the sky's the limit. Watch out that 
your piastic credit cards don't suffer a 
meltdown. ` 


Here are some common terms one runs across 
as one shops around for a new microphone: 
an omidirectional mike is designed to pick 
up sound equally from every direction whereas 
a unidirectional is designed to be sensitive 
to sound coming directly from the front but 
less so to sound from sides and back. Both 
designs have their uses and virtues. One

| TAPE 
TAPING AND THE EARLY RECORDS 


(Third of eight parts) 
by Gene Eaton, IRC Technica] Advisor 
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Now to get down to the business of doing 
something in the way of werking with the 
78 record, since we have covered the de- 
fiaiencies of today's equipment to handle 
the records. The speed of the record, 
while actually 78.26 rpm, can be run on any 
unit going at 78 by the strobe. Granted 
there are a few American records before 
1926, and the European that did not hold to 
this speed, but most go very well. 


Since the records were made entirely in 
the lateral mode, all the vertical signals, 
sound, rumble, groove noise, are ignored, 
but are very much present just the same. 
This means that the tone arm must have a 
high mass, both to track the groove and to 
swamp out the vertical mode racket and rum- 
ble. The grooves are cut on an average 3 
mi] and so the stylus or needle used must 
also be that, and for tracking, the arm 
weight goes up 5 to 30 grams, leaning to 
the high side. 


These records using the hi output crystal 
pickups of the time, produced sound without 
any form of equalization except the single 
tone control, from a rather simple amplifier, 
and surprisingly enough, sounded very good 
to the listener from a simple box mounted 
speaker. 


From here on begins the hairy part -- the 
method of dealing with the record today. 
Since there was no standard recording curve 
in universal use at the time, each of the 
record companies used their own. And a lot 
of that to boot was what some engineer in 
the back control room, listening to the 
sound on a jury rigged amplifier and speaker, 
thought was pretty good, so that is what 
went. They were not musicians at all and in 
many cases not even recording engineers. 

Sone one made a decision and so it went to 
the presses. The variation in one company's 
product alone is colossal, and they do exist, 
even on aifferent press runs of the same 
material. 


This then, is what you as a recordist have 
to contend with in the effort to put on tape 
the best sound from these records. One 
thing certain is that it will take a great 
deal of effort, a lot of sheer frustration, 
many doubts and some extra equipment not

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Digital audio disc 
new wave of future 


Digital clocks, video disc players, computers and their high- 
tech brethren have left many Americans feeling they need a de- 
gree in electronics to turn on a stereo, but the invasion is 
not over, according to a recent article in the Indianapolis Star, 
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Next on the horizon is the digital audio disc, a glass and 
metallic disc that manufacturers claim can reproduce music so 
realistically that you can hardly tell the difference between 
recorded music and music live from a concert hall. 


In a few years, they will make turntables and conventional 
stereo systems a thing of the past, according to proponents. 


The 5-5/8" diameter disc also can be used to store other data 
and a single disc stores roughly 300 million bytes (characters). 


A lazer beam is used to read data stored on the discs. 


The capabilities of the disc were displayed recently during a 
news conference at Sound Pro, a stereo store in Keystone Square 
Shopping Center in the Indianapolis suburb of Carmel. (Mike 
Stella, owner of Sound Pro, has given several programs at IRC 
meetings, demonstrating new audio equipment. ) 


WENS-FM has started featuring music recorded on the discs. 


Digital audio discs are the wave of the future, said Don A. 
Bouchard, a representative of Denon American Inc., one of the 
companies manufacturing the disc and players. 


He said that it will be at least another year before the aver- 
age consumer will want to buy one. 


The player is available on a limited basis 
for about $1,000, but most consumers will 
want to wait before purchasing one, he said. 


Bouchard said technological advances over 
the next several months are expected to cut 
the price significantly and that details of 
the system still need to be refined. 


Discs sell from $20 to $45, he added.

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Ground Terminals 


Here's a clipping from 
Stereo Review magazine, 
which answers the question 
many of us have had about 
ground terminals on most 
of our components. 


What, if anything, should be done 

= with the terminals marked “ground” 
on the rear of most components? Should 
separate components each be connected to a 
ground? I’ve connected my integrated amp 
to the screw on a wall socket plate with no 
audible difference. 


A Perhaps I shouldn’t admit it, but I’ve 
= puzzled over this one myself. Of 
course, the separate ground lead from your 
record player should be connected to the 
grounding terminal on your amplifier or 
preamplifier, which is usually found near 
the phono-input jacks. As far as ground ter- 
minals on tuners and tape decks are con- 
cerned, however, I’m not sure what the 
manufacturers intended us to do with them. 
Connection to an external ground can be 
helpful if you live in an older house in which 
the house-wiring ground connections have 


‘become loose or corroded. An external 
| ground connection—which should be made 


to a cold-water pipe—can sometimes help 


| minimize hum, r.f. pickup, or even shock 


hazard. Sometimes, though, depending on 


i the a.c. plug orientation, hum may actually 
| be increased by a ground connection. The 


best advice I can give is that if everything is 
working fine in a system, ignore the ground 
connectors except the one intended for the 
record player. However, if you are suffering 
from hum, buzz, or r.f. pickup, try reorient- 
ing the equipment plugs in the a.c. wall out- 
lets and also running wires from a good 
external ground to the equipment’s ground 
connectors.

They are faces ‘from the past, but | 
voices from the present make them 
come alive. Speaking in southern. 
drawls or. in the clipped tones of the 
north, they tell their stories of court- 
ship and marriage, farm work, child- 
birth, the Depression, the death of a 
loved one. 

These women are Hoosier home- 


makers, preserving on tape their - 


memories of rural life. Their words 
and photos are the result of research 
compiled not by folklorists or histori- 
ans, but by other housewives. 


“Hoosier Homemakers: The. Early 
Years” is a slide-tape presentation 
put together by the Indiana Exten- 
sion Homemakers Association 
(IEBHA). The 45,000-member organiza- 


tion of mostly rural and small-town - 


women serves as the audience group 


for the home economics agents of . 


the Purdue University Extension 
Service. 


The project was initially intended 
to commemorate the club’s 75th an- 
niversary in 1988. But the group 
„decided to widen its scope, interview- 
ing not only club members, but other 
homemakers as well. Volunteer inter- 
‘viewers fanned out into every _ Indi-. 
ana county, tape recorders in hand. 
They came up with 325 oral histories, 
the oldest from a 101-year-old woman 
in Tipton County. Old family photos 
were copied for use in the slide-tape 

presentation. 


The result of their efforts was 
more profound than they had antici- 
pated. 
documenting an undocumented 
group of women — homemakers,” 
says Eleanor Arnold, project director. 


“We realized that we are 


What is captured on a tape is a 
moving and instructive glimpse of 
life before the age of frozen food, 
washing machines, gas stoves and 
ovens with thermometers. Women 
tell about threshing dinners, where 
neighbors gathered to help each oth- 
er in the field and were fed by the 
host family in payment for their 


efforts. “We didn’t have to worry 
about calories,” recalls one woman. 
“We worked.” 


The accounts are buttered with 
Hoosierisms. A southern Indiana 
woman tells of standing by with a 
wet ‘mop to guard the candle-laden 
Christmas tree, in case it became 
neccessary to “outen” the fire. 

A- public showing of “Hoosier 
Homemakers: The Early Years” will 
be part of a program at 7:30 p.m. 
Saturday in the Indiana State Li- 
brary and Historical Building audito- 
rium. The free program will mark 
the opening of the Historical Society 
exhibit, “Indiana Women Working 
Together: The Activities of Women’s 


Groups Within the State Prior to - 


1950.” 

The exhibit includes photographs, 
minute books and memorabilia from 
women’s groups ranging from the 
Women’s Suffrage Association to the 
Daughters of Temperance. Speakers 
will be Mrs. Arnold and Darlene 
Clark Hine, associate professor of 
history at Purdue University. 

Additional funding came from the 
Indiana Committee for the Human- 
ities, the Indiana Farm Bureau and 
the Indiana Historical Society. 

“We have been aware for many 
years that there is a lack of a 
collection of women’s history,” says 
Jerry Handfield, library field agent 
for the Historical Society who served 
as a consultant on the project. 

“There are collections of a-few 
famous women — diaries, letters. 
correspondence — but as far as 
finding out what the typical woman

tion, Mrs. Arnold has listened to ail 
of them. The insights into rural life 


during the first half of the century ` 
surprised even Mrs. Arnold, herself a> 


farm wife. 

“Nobody seems to have thought 
that they ‘had a particularly terrible 
time during the Depression,” she 
says. “Rural people were better. off 


because they had gardens, eggs and 
milk. Many of these women talked 
about helping friends and relatives in 
the city. 

“I think, through the tapes, I’ve 
gotten a very clear picture of a 
different kind of rural neighborhood. 
In 1910, a woman’s world was just 14 


, miles long — seven miles to town in 


one direction and seven miles to her 
grandmother’s the other way. Today 
an average farm may be 600 acres. 
In those days, the biggest farm was 
80 acres. There were more, people in 
a smaller space. But that world was 
full of activity.” 
The IEH plans to put together a 
second tape, chronicling the lives of 


.Indiana homemakers from the 1930’s 


to the 1980’s. The group will also 
publish five books based upon the 
transcripts of the tapes.

Tape-Head Cleaners 


Here's an itew from Craig Stark's 
column in Stereo Review magazine: 


.You recommended trichlorotrifluoro~ 
"ethane as a cleaning solvent for 
tape heads. So far so good, but in par- 
entheses after the chemical name was the 
wora "Freon," which is dichlorodifluoro- 
methane. All I could see anyone accom- 
plishing by using Freon (which is a com- 
mon refrigerant compound) is a bad case 
of frost-bitten fingers. Moreover, isn't 

trichlorotrifluoroethane very toxic? 
While it may not harm tape heads, it 
doesn't do wonders for human beings when 
inhaled or absorbed through the skin. 


i The name "Freon" is a trademark of 


* DuPont, so I checked with DuPont's 
Freon Products Division. They told me 
that there are some fifty kinds of Freon, 
of which the refrigerant dichlorodifluoro- 
methane is only one (it's called Freon 
12). The tape-head cleaner trichlorotri- 
fluoroethane, called Freon TF, is widely
